Executive Summary

The contract under consideration will furnish/provide the City with thirty-five (35)
police vehicles (2017 Dodge Chargers) for the Durham Police Department. These
vehicles were approved in the FY 2016/17 budget, and this purchase is part of the
“Take-Home” car program. The unit price per vehicle is $33,203.00, and the total
cost of this contract is $1,162,105.00.

Bid pricing is from North Carolina State Contract 70A, where Horace G. llderton,
LLC of High Point, North Carolina was the lowest responsive bidder. Funding for
this contract is available from the CIP Fleet Replacement Fund (Fund 30620119-
732300-S3017). There are no good alternatives to making this purchase. The State
Contract pricing is competitive and within budget.

Recommendation

That the State Contract bid pricing for the purchase of thirty-five (35) new police
vehicles in the amount of $1,162,105.00 from Horace G. llderton, LLC be approved
and the City Manager be authorized to execute all relevant contracts.

Background

The contract under consideration will provide the City with thirty-five (35) new police
vehicles (2017 Dodge Chargers) for the Durham Police Department. These
vehicles were approved in the FY 2016/17 budget. This purchase is a part of the
“Take Home” car program. The “Take Home” Car program is a three-year, phased-
in program to encourage officers to become more visible and invested in the
Durham neighborhoods in which they live.

Making purchases from contracts established by the State or any agency of the
State is referred to as a “State Contract Exception”. North Carolina General Statute
143-129(e)(9) allows an exception to the bidding process when making a State
Contract purchase.



The Administration has analyzed market conditions, has compared the pricing to
other recent similar bids, and recommends using the “State Contract Exception”
provision.
